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Los Angeles and many cities across the nation, organized 
labor and immigration groups staged dozens of May Day 
demonstrations on Monday, with the intent to voice 
criticism on the current administration. 

In Los Angeles, more than 100 groups, representing a wide 
range of issues, marched from MacArthur Park to Los 
Angeles City Hall, a second contingency moved from 
Olympic Blvd to City Hall on Broadway. Organizers 
expected large crowds and had been coordinating for 
months with police to ensure that the event 
remained peaceful. 

As of about 1:30 p.m., police were estimating that about 
15,000 people participated in L.A.'s May Day marches. 
Throughout the day, marchers, allies and commuters 
remained calm and organized. Police officers escorted the 
crowds and were visible at all points of the route, while fire 
department units and EMT's lined the streets handing out 
water to marchers.
